Justice Dept. Reenters 
Parker Lynching Case 


County Grand 
Jury Adjourns, 
Takes No Action 


WASHINGTON (AP) - F'ederal 
Inv estigation into the lynching of 
Mack Charles Parker at Poplars-i 
v ille, MLss., last April 24 has b een: 
resu med. 
Acting Atty. Gen. Lawrence E. 
Walsh m ade the annou ncement 
Thu rsday night. 
He disclosed that U.S. Atty. Rob ­ 
ert E. Hau b erg at Jackson, Miss., 
has b een instru cted to mov e to­ 
ward a presentation of the case to 
a federal grand ju ry in that state. 
Walsh’s formal statem ent cam e 
after the Pearl Cou nty grand ju ry 
at Poplarv ille—the first to b e con­ 
v ened since the lynching — ad­ 
jou rned withou t considering the 
P arker case. 
Parker, 23-year-old Lu mb erton, 
Miss., Negro, was dragged ou t of 
the cou nty jail at Poplarv ille b y a 
masked mob and was thrown into 
the Pearl Riv er after b eing b eaten 
and shot. 
He was awaiting trial for r i i h g 
a white woman. 


Federal Kidnap Law Cited 


Ju stice D epartm ent officials de­ 
clined to say whether the new fed­ 
eral inv estigation might inv olv e a 
fu rther effort to estab lish a v iola­ 
tion of the federal kidnap law 
which prov ides the death penalty. 
After the FBI m ade a month­ 
long inv estigation on the grou nd | 
last May, the Ju stice Department! 
decided that no v iolation of the 
kidnap law cou ld b e estab lished 
in v iew of lack of ev idence that 
Parker was ev er taken across a 
state line. 
At (Colu mb ia, Miss,, Ju dge Seb e 
Dale, who wou ld hav e presided 
ov er P arker’s trial and in whose 
cou rt the grand ju ry made its re­ 
port, told The Associated Press he 
didn’t think the federal gov ern­ 
ment had a chance to get an in­ 
dictment. 
Dale said he has talked to the 
district attorney ab ou t the FBI 
report 
and 
he 
feels the 
case 
“cou ld b e presented to any fair 
grand ju ry in the Sou th and the 
resu lts wou ld b e the sam e.’’

WASHINGTON (AP* — Federal 
Investigation into the lynching of 
Mack Charles Parker at P o p lar­ 
ville. Miss., last April 24 has been 
resumed 
Acting Atty. Gen. Lawrence E. 
Walsh made the announcement 
Thursday night. 
He disclosed that U.S. Atty. Rob­ 
ert E. Hauberg at Jackson, Miss., 
has been instructed to move to­ 
ward a presentation of the case to 
a federal grand jury in that state. 
Walsh s formal statement came 
after the Pearl County grand jury 
at Poplarville—the first to be con­ 
vened since the lynching — ad­ 
journed without considering the 
Parker case. 
Parker, 23-year-old Lumberton, 
Misc.. Negro, was dragged out of 
the county jail at Poplarville by a 
masked mob and was thrown into 
the Pear! River after being beaten 
and shot. 
He was awaiting trial for raping 
a white woman. 


Federal Kidnap Law Cited 


Justice Department officials de­ 
clined to say whether the new fed­ 
eral investigation might involve a 
further effort to establish a viola­ 
tion of the federal kidnap law 
which provides the death penalty. 
After the FBI made a month­ 
long investigation on the ground 
last May, the Justice Department 
decided that no violation of the 
kidnap law could be established 
in view of lack of evidence that 
Parker was ever taken across a 
state line. 
At Columbia, Miss., Judge Sebe 
Dale, who would have presided 
over Parker s trial and in whose 
court the grand jury made its re­ 
port. told The Associated Press he 
didn t think the federal govern 
ment had a chance to get an in­ 
dictment. 
Dale said he has talked to the 
district attorney about the FBI 
report 
and he feels the case 
"could be presented to any fair 
grand jury in the South and the 
results would be the same ”

We even allow nudist 
films up to a point, for example 
and believe me on screen there 
is nothing duller. 
“Realism, intelligently handled 
is excellent stuff for the cinema,” 
he said 
"But producers must 
realize that people do not react 
the same way to the same situ-' 
ation all over the world. That is 
why it would be to their advan­ 
tage to know from the censors 
how far they can go in each coun 
try. and tailor their scripts ac 
cooingly ”

Nehru' s Dilemma 


Neh ru , wh o ru les mo dem India th ro u gh th e Co n­ 
gress Party , is th e fath er o f h is o wn difficu lties. His 
co u ntry , after it was giv en ifts independence by Great 
Britain, so u gh t a tech niqu e fo r being all th ings to all 
sides. To av o id war o r being inv o lv ed in diplo matic 
difficu lties, Neh ru ado pted th e remo teness o f ph ilo so ­ 
ph y . He remained with in th e Co mmo nwealth , alth o u gh 
h e abh o rred th e Empire, He accepted American aid 
bu t also so u gh t and go t Ru ssian aid. He was o ppo sed 
to all fo rms o f imperialism bu t attempted to bu ild an 
Indian Ocean h egemo ny . He denied th e o v erlo rdsh ip 
o f any natio n bu t establish ed o ne in Kash mir. 
He 
wo rked o u t a co -ex istence with Red Ch ina in co l­ 
labo ratio n with Ch o u En-lai bu t was fo rced to giv e 
refu ge to Red Ch ina’s enemy , th e Dalai Lama o f Tibet. 
Ev erlastingly prattling abo u t peace, be is no w o n th e 
v erge o f war with Red Ch ina. 


Nehru’s pro blem k that he canno t co ntro l the 
co urse o f histo ry . It wo rks its way thro ug h chan- 
ncis which he canno t master. Fo r instance, the 
establishment o f the Co mmunist state in Kerala 
mig ht hav e been av erte4i If Nehru had fo und jo bs 
fo r tho usands o f intellectuals who are 4>ut o f wo rk. 
Perhap« he mig ht hav e achiev ed that by establish­ 
ing a sy stem o f g eneral co mpulso ry educatio n fro m 
the kinderg arten to the univ ersity . That wo uld hav e 
'g iv en B.A.’s and M.A.’s jo bs. 


In India, th is wwild no t o nly requ ire a h u ge o u t­ 
lay o f fu nds, as it do es any wh ere, bu t it wo u ld co me 
in co nflict with lo cal cu sto ms and lo cal langu ages and 
dialects and amazing v arieties o f religio u s practices. 
At any rate, h e h ad to pu t do wn th e Co mmu nists in 
Kerala and th u s deny h imself th e glo ry o f co mplete 
and perfect to leratio n o f ev il as well as go o d. 
His 
life h as been a co nstant co mpro mise with wh at h e 
say s h e believ es to be tru e. 
Perh aps Neh ru will learn th at th e Plato nic life 
th at h e leads, far fro m th e madding cro wd and th e 
realism o f immediate pro blems, is a lu x u ry wh ich th e 
u pper middle class o f India co u ld enjo y wh en Great 
Britain manned th e bo u ndaries and kept o th er co n­ 
qu ero rs o u t. 
India h as h ad a lo ng h isto ry o f being 
co nqu ered and o f being h eld by aliens wh o u ltimately 
became Indians o f o ne so rt o r ano th er. Th e British 
sealed th e bo rders and fo r two centu ries kept o u t o th er 
inv aders, particu larly th e Ru ssians and th e Ch inese. 
Th e great lu x u ry o f th e u pper and middle classes in 
India was pro tected by British arm s and diplo macy . 


Th e Russians had n4i claim o n India but held 
that what Cliv e co uld do by sea. so me Russians 
co uld do by land. Russia was like a sno wball, 
blo wn in all directio ns by the winds o f circum­ 
stance and g ro wing ev er larg er as it ro lled o n. 
The Khy ber Pass was an inv itatio n to take India 
hut Russia, under the Czars, did no t seek a war 
with Eng land. The Czars, like the present Co m­ 
munists, believ ed in the inev itability o f Russia's 
co nquest o f the wo rld, and when they lo o ked at the 
map, there was ample reaso n fo r their co nclusio ns. 


Alth o u gh Ch ina was a dismembered co u ntry mu ch 
o f th is centu ry , su ffering fro m sph eres o f influ ence, 
territo rial po ssessio ns by fo reign co u ntries, co nces­ 
sio ns, settlements, ex traterrito riality , etc., etc., nev er­ 
th eless in ev ery Ch inese memo ry were th e great day s 
o f th e Middle Kingdo m, wh en Peking was th e center o f 
th e Univ erse and wh en natio ns fro m distant places 
sent tribu te to th e Manch u co u rt. 
Alth o u gh th e Ch inese o v erth rew th e Manch u s and 
became a Repu blic, co ntro lled by Warlo rds, th ey were 
v ery pro u d o f Manch u o peratio ns, particu larly o f su ch 
a regime as th at o f th e Empero r Ch ien Lu ng wh en 
Ch ina was mo st ex panded. 
Th is is a pro blem th at faces Neh ru , becau se Co m­ 
mu nist Ch ina is u sing natio nalistic ex pansio n as an 
o ff-set to th e h ard times wh ich th e Co mmu ne plans 
impo sed o n an o th erwise gay peo ple. 
Th e Ch inese 
like war, despite wh at h as bwn w rittei abo u t th eir 
pacifism. I o nce calcu lated th at th ere h as no t been a 
centu ry o f peace in ail (rf Ch inese h isto ry . Th eir 
greatest h isto rical no v el, th e “ San Ku o ,” really a v ast 
co llectio n o f fo lk h isto ry , deals with wars and carnage. 
Co nfu ciu s wro te so lo v ingly o f peace becau se h e liv ed 
in th e midst o f war. Th e Rev o lu tio n o f 19 12 let lo o se 
th e militarism o f th e natio n and no t th e Co nstitu tio n­ 
alists to o k o v er bu t th e Warlo rds.

Egyptian Relations 
Appear Improving 


Relations between the United States and the 
United Arab Republic at last give evidence of 
improving, in contrast to the hectic days of a 
few years ago when it appeared Russian inroads 
into the confidence of the Egyptians might be­ 
come all-pervading. Soviet influence in the fed­ 
erated states of Syria and Egypt is still strong, 
but it has cooled perceptibly. 
The proposed Aswan dam, one of the sore 
points which caused Arab-American friction, is 
still not built, but Egyptians are reminded almost 
daily by the Cairo press that Moscow promises 
Russian technicians and builders will be there 
soon to begin work on the $100 million project. 
It is the promise of this dam which has kept 
Russian influence alive in the arid lands. 
A policy of “quiet diplomacy” has been 
adopted by American attaches in Cairo. Finan­ 
cial aid, once halted because President Nasser 
refused to accept any conditions attached to 
monetary gifts, has been resumed. Various U.S.- 
Egypt teams are working on projects such as 
reclaiming farmland from the expanse of salt 
flats bordering the Nile, medical research and 
airport safety. 
Aa a result of a business trip to Washington 
by the minister of the treasury and economy, 
Egypt has been assured that further economic 
•id will be forthcoming, and private investment 
Is reported to show signs of increased interest. 
Senator 
Fulbright, 
chairman 
of the 
Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, calls for the turn­ 
ing of a new leaf in relations between the United 
Arab Republic and the United States. 
There have been serious differences between 
Cairo and Washington in the past, but this is 
certainly not a new development in international 
relations. Fortunately, the issues which caused 
friction are fading with the passing of time.

Nehru's Dilemma 


Nehru, who rule* modern India through the Con­ 
gress Party, is the father of his own difficulties. His 
country, after it was given its independence by Great 
Britain, sought a technique for being all things to all 
^ 
sides. To avoid war or being involved in diplomatic 
w 
difficulties, Nehru adopted the remoteness of philoso­ 
phy. He remained within the Commonwealth, although 
he abhorred the Empire. He accepted American aid 
hut also sought and got Russian aid. He was opposed 
to all forms of imperialism but attempted to build an 
Indian Ocean hegemony. He denied the overlordship 
of any nation but established one in Kashmir. 
He 
worked out a co existence with Red China in col­ 
laboration with Chou En-lai but was forced to give 
refuge to Red China’s enemy, the Dalai Lama of Tibet. 
Everlastingly prattling about peace, he is now on the 
verge of war with Red China. 


Nelmi's problem la that he cannot control the 
course of history. It works its way through chan­ 
nels which he cannot master. For instance, the 
establishment of the Communist state In Kerala 
might have been averted lf Nehru had found jobs 
for thousands of intellectuals who are out of work. 
Perhaps he might have achieved that by establish­ 
e s a system of general compulsory education from 
the kindergarten to the university. That would have 
’givea B.A.’s and M.A.’s jobs. 


In India, this would not only require a huge out­ 
lay of funds, as it does anywhere, but it would come 
in conflict with local customs and local languages and 
dialects and amazing varieties of religious practices. 
At any rate, he had to put down the Communists in 
Kerala and thus deny himself the glory of complete 
and perfect toleration of evil as well as good. 
His 
life has been a constant compromise with what he 
says he believes to be true. 
Perhaps Nehru will learn that the Platonic life 
that he leads, far from the madding crowd and the 
realism (rf immediate problems, is a luxury which the 
upper middle class of India could enjoy when Great 
Britain manned the boundaries and kept other con­ 
querors out. 
India has had a long history of being 
conquered and of being held by aliens who ultimately 
became Indians of one sort or another. The British 
sealed the borders and for two centuries kept out other 
invaders, particularly the Russians and the Chinese. 
The great luxury of the upper and middle classes in 
India was protected by British arm s and diplomacy. 


The Russians had no claim on India but beld 
that what Clive could do by sea. some Russians 
could do by land. Russia was like a snowball, 
blown in all directions by the winds of circum­ 
stance and growing ever larger as it rolled on. 
The Khyber Pass was an invitation to take India 
but Russia, under the Czars, did not seek a war 
with England. The Czars, like the present Com­ 
munists, believed in the inevitability of Russia's 
conquest of the world, and when they looked at the 
map. there was ample reason for their conclusions. 


Although China was a dismembered country much 
of this century, suffering from spheres of influence, 
territorial possessions by foreign countries, conces­ 
sions, settlements, extraterritoriality, etc., etc., never­ 
theless in every Chinese memory were the great days 
of the Middle Kingdom, when Peking was the center of 
the Universe and when nations from distant places 
sent tribute to the Manchu court. 
Although the Chinese overthrew the Manchus and 
J 
became a Republic, controlled by Warlords, they were 
very proud of Manchu operations, particularly of such 
a regime as that of the Emperor Chien Lung when 
China was most expanded. 
This is a problem that faces Nehru, because Com­ 
munist China is using nationalistic expansion as an 
off set to the hard times which the Commune plans 
imposed on an otherwise gay people. 
The Chinese 
like war. despite what has been written about their 
pacifism. I once calculated that there has not been a 
century of peace in all of Chinese history. Their 
greatest historical novel, the “San Kuo,” really a vast 
collection of folk history, deals with wars and carnage. 
Confucius wrote so lovingly of peace because he lived 
in the midst of war. The Revolution of 1912 let loose 
the militarism of the nation and not the Constitution­ 
alists took over but the Warlords. 
It is this Chinese militarism that Nehru is now 
encountering and he does not know what to do about it.

Supreme Court Seen Upholding Strike Order 


WASHINGTON—Th* 
Supreme 
Court of the United States will 
uphold the order of the lower 
court requiring the striking steel 
workers to go back to work—if 
precedents and court decisions of 
the past are respected. 
For there would be a greater 
calamity for the labor unions if 
the injunctive powers were held 
not to be witnin the power of 
Congress to confer upon the Fed­ 
eral courts. It would mean that 
all the orders issued for the last 
20 years by courts as a conse­ 
quence of decisions by the Na­ 
tional 
Labor 
Relations 
Board, 
requiring 
employers 
to 
“rein­ 
state” discharged employes, now 
would be of doubtful validity. 
On the surface, it might appear 
that no law of Congress could 
compel any man to go to work 
against his will or an employer 
to rehire a dismissed employe. 
But when an order to terminate 
a strike for 80 days, as provided 
in the Taft-Hartley Law, is issued 
by a court, it doesn’t compel any 
individual to go back to work. It 
applies rather to the power of a 
union to keep members from re­ 
turning to their jobs. The court 
order is directed to the union or 
members 
acting 
in 
concert 
rather than to the choice by an 
individual worker. Similarly, an 
employer can fire a worker for 
inefficiency but not just because 
he is a member of a union. 
The theory that has governed 
Congressional power with respect 
to labor-management relations is 
that each individual has a right 
to work or not to work but that 
no organization—either a labor 
union or an employer group—can 
exercise arbitrary power over 
individuals without being subject 
to Federal law when interstate 
commerce is involved. . This prin­ 
ciple is derived from the so­ 
called “commerce clause” of the 
Constitution, 
which 
says 
that 
Congress has the power to regu­ 
late interstate commerce. All the 
laws relating to monopolies, to 
trusts and combinations of any 
kind are based on that part of 
the Constitution.

Union labor, of course, doesn't 
come under any antitrust laws 
today, but there is no doubt that 
Congress has the Constitutional 
power to enact such laws when­ 
ever it pleases. 
It was when Congress passed 
the railway labor act in 1926 that 
the first step was taken to re­ 
quire the recognition of unions 
by the railroads whenever a ma­ 
jority of the employes vote to do 
their bargaining through unions. 
Later on in 1935, Congress pass­ 
ed the Wagner Act, which gave 
legal recognition to the principle 
of compulsory collective bargain­ 
ing in all industries engaged in 


interstate commerce. The Taft- 
Hartley Act of 1947 reaffirmed 
this requirement. 
There have been many cases 
before the Supreme Court of the

States 
contesting

write laws governing labor-man­ 
agement relations has been con­ 
sistently upheld.

To topple over now the right of 
Congress to authorize the courts 
to issue injunctions against any 
strike that occurs during a na­ 
tional emergency is to imperil 
the

which labor’s rights of collective 
bargaining have been built up. It 
is true that the lawyers for the 
steelworkers unions 
have con­ 
ceded that, when a “ real em er­ 
gency” arises, the executive and 
not the courts must prove that 
such an emergency has occur­ 
red. On this point, however, the 
Supreme Court can hardly sub­ 
stitute its own judgement in the 
current steel strike for the facts 
as proclaimed by the President 
of the United States. 
Based, therefore, on previous 
cases and precedents, it would 
appear that the union leaders 
have wasted a precious period of 
more than two weeks by their 
legal battle questioning the con­ 
stitutionality of the Taft-Hartley 
Act's provisions dealing with a 
national emergency. The workers 
might already have been receiv­ 
ing wages so sorely needed by 
their 
families. 
Not only have 
many millions of dollars of in­ 
come been taken from the work­ 
ers but millions of tons of steel 
production have been taken from 
the American people, including 
workers in industries other than 
steel.

Doerfer’* Own Deceit 


The real weakness of Chair­ 
man Doerfer's position, however, 
was not touched upon by the 
Congressmen who cross-examin­ 
ed him. 
This was the fact that 
Doerfer was also guilty of fraud 
and deceit in connection with his 
expense accounts. 
So were the 
other members of the commis­ 
sion. 
Obviously it is difficult for 
those who have been guilty of de­ 
ceit themselves to make such a 
charge against the networks. 
Chairman Doerfer. according to 
sworn evidence before the Mould­ 
er Committee, took a trip to 
Oklahoma Citv in 1956, paid for 
by Station KWTV. then continu­ 
ed on to Spokane. Wash , then 
hack to Washington P C . taking 
his wife along 
For the first 
part of this trip he was reim ­ 
bursed bv KWTV. then was given 
$575 bv the Association of Radio 
and TV Broadcasters to cover the 
Spokane leg of the trip. 
Yet he 
turned around and charged the 
government for his own travel 
from Oklahoma City to Spokane 
and Spokane to Washington, plus 
$12 a day expense money. 
When Chairman Doerfer was 
caught with this deceitful ex­ 
pense account he tried to alibi 
that he was onlv trying to keep 
in touch with the radio-TV In­ 
dustry. 
However. 
Comptroller 
General 
Joseph 
Campbell, 
an 


Eisenhower appointee, ruled Dec. 
24, 1957, that it was highly un­ 
ethical first for Doerfer and oth­ 
er members of the FCC to take 
trips at the expense of the TV 
industry; 
and second 
to then 
turn round and charge the gov­ 
ernment for those trips. 
Chairman Doerfer had to un­ 
dergo an embarrassing experi­ 
ence 
somewhat 
like 
that 
of 
Charles Van Doren. 
Appearing 
publicly before the Congression­ 
al investigating committee, he 
alibied rather than repented. 
All 
this put him in a difficult posi- 
tion to crack down on other de­ 
ceit on the networks. 
Whether Doerfer will ever po­ 
lice the networks is highly doubt­ 
ful. 
He has become too obligat­ 
ed to them. Dr. Bernard Schwartz, 
the former counsel of the Harris 
Committee, summed up the rea­ 
sons why the present FCC is not 
going to clean up the networks 
in the following secret memo he 
submitted to Congress: 
“ The Federal Communications 
Commission is the supreme court 
of the communications industry 
. . . if the commissioners have 
acted in a manner that would be 
deemed improper in a 
judge, 
they have not lived up to such 
(judicial) powers . . . 
“ A commissioner was fully re­ 
imbursed by the industry for the 
expenses incurred by him and 
his wife in attending an industry 
convention at which he delivered 
an address 
This commissioner 
also claimed from and was paid 
by the government his full ex­ 
penses (travel and per diem) to 
attend the same convention. Such 
a duplication of expense account* 
apparently involves a criminal 
felony in that a ‘false, fictitious, 
or fraudulent' claim was filed 
against the United States within 
the meaning of 18 U. S. C. 287 
by the commissioner in question. 
See also 18 U. S. C. 1001. 1914. 
' Members of the commission 
have had their room, hoard, and 
other 
expenses 
<E. 
G , 
cafe, 
valet, golf fees, etc ) paid by th* 
industry while attending indus­ 
try conventions. 
At the sam e 
time. these commissioners have 
claimed and received per diem 
from the government for living 
expenses incurred by them in 
attending the same conventions. 
“ Members of the commission 
engage 
in constant 
fraterniza­ 
tion with individuals and cor­ 
porations who appear as litigants 
before the commission."
